The ability to nerve ten and fifteen-eent 
meals for six people in an hour and a half 
is the final test Riven irirls in one dom estic 
science course at the U niversity of Texas to 
determine w hether or not they receive a pass- 
in? sn-ade on the laboratory work of the 
course. 
There are tw entv-tw o girls in the 
class, and four girls are teated in this way 
each day, tw o serving a noon luncheon and 
two an afternoon meal. 
Other students aet 
as helpers, giving the girls in charge an op* 
port uni ty to plan and order the work of the 
others. 
The girls invite guests, charging 15 
cents for each guest at the m idday m eal and 
ten cents for each afternoon meal served. 
The students do th* ir own buying anti submit 
the receipted hills to the instructor as proo 
that thee staved w ithin the price-lim it set 
The menus 
are planned 
en tire ly by the 
students an i must pass m uster w ith the i n - 1 
st rn ct or as a “ balan ced ” m eal, that is, as a 
meal containing 
approxim ately the proper; 
proportion of various ele m e n ts that go 
to 
m ake wholesome hum an diet. 
One girl who passed this test successfully 
recently had never attem pted to prepare a 
meal in her life before com ing to the Uni- 
versity last fall. 
Here is a typical fifteen cent menu server 
to six people by two students: 
Hamburger* 
cream ed potatoes, hot rolls, apple and celery 
salad, straw berry shortcake. 
Here is a typi­ 
cal tcn-cent meal served by students in the 
cooking laboratory: 
( reamed potatoes, soup I 
with croutons, meat-pie, lettuce and cheese . 
salad, orange ice. 
This and 
m any 
o th er 
u sefu l, 
practical 
things are being ta u g h t the girls in the do­ 
mestic science departm ent of the U niversity 
of Texas and at the College of Industrial Arts 
at Denton. 
In addition to this, useful inform ation of 
this and related characters is being carried 
into the homes of tin* people of tile state 
where the parent* can not afford the expense 
required to send their daughters to college. 
There are some persons who do not believe 
the extension w ork being done by our colleges 
and universities is worth w hile, but these 
persons are not informed. 


A CALL BACK TO FUNDAMENTALS. 


Some of tin' conservationists h ave declared 
ilia! we should let the wind d<» our work.

Most men owe their characters as well as 
their existence to their m others. 
And this 
is no disparagem ent of the fathers. 
It is in 
accordance with N ature*■ plan- and she has 
accordingly endowed the m oth er—that that 
parent w ho nurtures 
the 
child in its pre­ 
natal existence, shall, by reason of her feed­ 
ing and guarding the child in its infancy, 
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People’* | have the larger and finer influence in shap­ 
in g its thoughts and ideals and character as 
these faculties of the child begin to develop. 
Mothers feel more finely- love more deeply 
and serve more unselfishly than the father* 
b e c a u s e in the beginning they were fash­ 
ioned in a finer mold by Hod and set apart 
by Him to a diviner m ission than men, w ho 
were 
destined 
for 
the 
equally 
essential, 
though not so refined, task o f making a liv ­ 
ing while the mothers m ake the lives. 
Mother love is the nearest expression of 
the Hod love which this earth affords. 
And 
the beauty o f it is that this love is not con­ 
fined to any creed or sect or any color or 
race. 
Nor is it dependent upon intellectual 
culture, though the culture which a m other 
po •'Sasses " ill enable her to m anifest her love 
in more w ays, possibly, and in a manner to 
render a larger sendee to her offspring than 
where this culture is lacking. 
But love w ith ­ 
out culture is so much greater than culture 
without love as to permit of no comparison. 
But there is no reason w hy love and cu l­ 
ture m ay not be more generally combined 
than they are today. 
W e need not expect— 
indeed, it were unreasonable to desire— that 
the m others of today or those of tom orrow 
should m anifest any deeper love than that 
which characterized the m others of y ester­ 
day. 
That indescribable force that trans­ 
forms the gay, giddy girl of the early teens 
into 
the 
devoted, 
patient, 
unselfish, 
self- 
sacrificing mother is a m iracle, and yet it is 
the oft-repeated miracle by which the race 
has been 
constantly 
proserved 
from 
se lf­ 
destruct ion. 
W ith all of the accom plishm ents of m other 
love in the past there arc wide, new field s 
upon w hich it can enter w ith its redeem ing 
work, and today whon the thought of the 
nation is turned toward tho subject of M other 
and her love*, it is not am iss to give consid­ 
eration to means whereby mothers can m ake 
their lov<* accomplish larger things for the 
chief objection* of their affection — their ch il­ 
dren— than 
heretofore. 
By 
giving proper 
attention to her own health the mother of 
today can hear stronger children than 
the 
m otlier o f yesterday. 
A nd when we view the 
numerous children that com e into the w ork 
handicapped by poor constitutions- and the 
high rat** of infant m ortality that prevails in 
most places, the im portance of this proposi­ 
tion becom es apparent. 
O f course the father 
# has a large responsibility in this connection, 
for 
constitutional 
w eaknesses 
and 
vicious 
tendencies in children are traceable in much 
I larger num bers to the fathers than the m oth­ 
ers, but if the mothers w ere sufficiently eon- 
ivinced o f their own obligations in regard to 
the n ecessity of conferring upon their ch il­ 
dren the first right of all children— th at of 
being 
w ell 
born— the 
co-operation of 
the 
j fathers could in time- be enlisted. 
And in addition to giv in g to the children 
of today and tomorrow' better bodies at the 
I I outset than were possessed by the children 
of yesterday, the m others can accom plish 
large results, if they w ill, in prom oting the 
health, strength and efficien cy of their ch il­ 
dren by providing 
better 
home and com ­ 
m unity sanitation, by a study of food values, 
providing their fam ilies w ith balanced ra­ 
tions of food that is know n to be pure, and 
by providing proper cloth in g 
and exercise 
for the children. 
This w ill 
entail a w ider 
range of activity on the part of the m others 
than they have form erly exercised, hut w ith 
the labor saving devices w hich are available 
for the hom e today the m other of today need 
not be any busier than the mother of y ester­ 
day. 
M others an* better inform ed than th ey 
used to be. They are grow ing in know ledge 
every d ay and there is no reason w hy they 
should not em ploy that larger know ledge in 
the prom otion of the w elfare of their fam i­ 
lies. 
T his can be done, in a large m easure, in 
instructing their sons and daughters w hile 
they are still young and susceptible o f in ­ 
struction in those th in gs w hich w ill tend to 
make them better fathers and mothers w hen 
the children take up the responsibilities of 
tile m arital relation. 
But the mother should not bear tho w hole 
responsibility in this task, either. 
And w hile our thoughts turn especially to 
our m others today, w e can see no valid e x ­ 
cuse o f restricting “ M other’s D a y ” to one 
day iii the year. 
E v ery 
consideration of 
gratitude for the constant wateh-care, devo­ 
tion and affection w hich our m others have 
show ered upon us since first we began ex ist­ 
e n c e until now should com pel a larger recog­ 
nition o f our duty tow ard them and o f our 
obligation to lighten th e stupendous tasks 
which th ey have to carry and to pour joy 
[into those hearts w hich have alw ays been 
iu d w e can do this by 
striving to be the persons which our m others 
would like to see us and w hich, in their fond­ 
n e s s for us. they generally think w e are. 
M oth er’s Day is observed on the Christian 
Sabbath and there is nothing inappropriate 
in this, 
Yet we m ight w ith propriety turn to 
the Jew ish people 
for 
an 
exam ple of the 
proper attitude of respect and adoration for 
our m others, for in that respect, at 
least, 
they have excelled the Christians. 


If there w as ever a tim e when the Am eri­ 
can people should hold their tongues, restrain 
their tem pers and observe the full spirit as 
well as the letter of neutrality it iff now. The 
burden for the solution of the critical situa* 
lion that is presented by the sinking of the 
Lusitania 
rests 
upon 
the 
governm ent 
at 
W ashington and the people 
of the nation 
should restrain the disposition to give vent 
to their own feelin gs in the matter and thus 
leave the adm inistration free to deal with the 
m atter in the ligh t of the fullest inform ation 
available, 
and 
the 
governm ent 
w ill 
have 
more abundant inform ation than the masses 
o f the people possess. 
As Mr. Jam es M. Beck, 
form er 
deputy 
United States attorney general, declared in 
an 
address 
in 
New 
York 
Friday 
night: 
“ Now we are m eeting under extraordinary 
circum stances. 
If ever there w as an occa­ 
sion in w hich silence is golden, it is ton igh t 
Because we m ay be for nil we know* in a very 
riticnl hour for our governm ent. 
A dis­ 
aster has happened which has filled all of us 
w ith horror and w’hich I think bas filled m ost 
of us- and m ay be all of us, w’ith reasonable 
apprehension. 
“ There is a good deal in what our presi 
dent has said about rocking the boat and it 
is not a good tim e to rock the boat. 
At the 
same time those who are in the boat should 
refrain from rocking and I suppose may en­ 
tertain the justifiable hope that the captain 
w ill not sleep on the bridge; that the cap­ 
tain and crew’ w ill do all they can to keep 
the ship on 
an even keel into the storm y 
waters that m ay be ahead o f her.” 
This caution needs to be carefully observed. 
There is none w’ho does not deplore the horri­ 
ble tragedy. 
It serves to bring to our m inds 
more forcibly than ever before the unspeak­ 
able horror o f war. 
But w e do not share the 
belief of 
ex-President 
R oosevelt 
that 
the 
matter should drive us into a w ar w’ith Ger­ 
many. 
Aa W illiam F. McCombs, chairm an 
o f the N ational Dem ocratic E xecutive com ­ 
m ittee points out. war would be foolish, for 
there is n othing German on the seas that we 
could attack, granted that the justification 
for war existed. 
And w hile w e do not and could not con­ 
done the sin k in g of the Lusitania— for w e be­ 
lieve the ship, even though it belonged to an 
enemy should have been given a w arning that 
would have perm itted the saving of the pas­ 
sengers— it m ust be borne in mind that the 
Lusitania carried contraband of w ar destined 
for the enem ies of Germany, that the German 
plans for the destruction of the boat were 
published in N ew York, by the sanction of 
the Herman e m b a /y , before the Lusitania 
sailed, as a w arning to Am ericans and any 
other neutrals wrho m ight contem plate pass­ 
age on her,

B ut that blunder on the Lusi­ 
tan ia’s part did not ju stify the sinking of the 
boat, loaded w ith passengers, w ithout w arn­ 
ing. 
A ccording to the British government* 
the Lusitania w’as not armed. 
If this is true, 
then the subm arine should have given its 
warning in tim e to have perm itted the pas­ 
sengers to be saved, and then destroyed the 
ship and its cargo.

the law. 
W ith th is fundam ental idea 
in mind, th ey 
have 
worked for six 
years to p ro tect the publio and to ele­ 
vate w hat is now' the fifth larg est in ­ 
dustry in th e U nited States. A fter a r ­ 
gum ents have failed, when appeal to 
the au th o rities becomes necessary, it 
has m ost effective m ethods of obtain 
ing results In m ost of the cities of the 
country. 
M any a m an u fa c tu re r of pictures has 
learned to his sorrow th at his m oney 
has been w asted by defying th is o r­ 
ganization. 
From 
points 
as widely 
scattered as Boston, M ilwaukee 
and 
Los Angeles he has learned th a t his 
im m oral production was a total com 
m ercial loss 
The m em bership 
of 
the board is 
draw n from m atu re people w ith large 
knowledge of life and the fundam ental 
belief in the w holesom eness of 
h u ­ 
m anity. 
A m ong the m em bers th ere are 
;%rents, professional people, educators, 
social w orkers, settlem ent leaders, bus­ 
iness m en and 
church people. 
F rom 
tim e to tim e, w hen pictures a re p re­ 
sented w hich introduce difficult in d i­ 
vidual o r social problems, experts are 
invited to the m eetings to advise w ith 
the m em bers. 
T he board is co nstantly 
seeking the judgm ent of the people 
throughout the country who know m o­ 
tion pictures and th eir effects on v a ri­ 
ous people and ag e groups. 
A lthough 
located in New York, as the cen tre of 
the m otion p ictu re industry, the n a ­ 
tional board does not accept as a basis 
of criticism the stan d ard s of the New 
York stage or of its com plicated lib­ 
eral and abnorm al life.

liberate arso n for revenge; the sense­ 
less use of w eapons; near and , pro­ 
longed view s of m urder; the actu al use 
of poison and stupefying drugs; con­ 
tem pt for oficers of the law ; th e brutal 
handling of women and children; cru el­ 
ty to an im als; the unnatural actions of 
lunaitcs; d istressin g views of the in ­ 
sane and 
feeble-m inded; 
abandoned 
drinking and u n d er-world scenes; the 
insincere and suggestive p o rtrayal of

Strange as it 
m ay 
seem, some of the most valuable com e 
“ 
from the exhiblt- 
ho, 
quick to learn tne view* 
of their audiences. 
If the small com m ittees disagree in 
their decisions on some film, It is 
before an executive board of 33 and if 
they still are uncertain, skilled experts 
are called in 
The ballots are m arked 
•Refused in toto" or "P art eliminated, 
or "Some scenes to bo shown in a flash 
only." 
N inety-six per cent of all film s 
are passed by this board. 
The m ost 
trouble has come from the odd 4 per 
cent not passed by them, such as spe­ 
cial feature film s owned by com panies 
which own single films and sell the 
state rights w ithout intervention of a 
selling company. In January, 1914, the 
national board passed 532 films, so you 
see the immense num ber th at 
they 
m ust see in a year. 
Its work Is th a t 
of m oral coercion and the suppression 
of film s is not considered its greatest 
work, but the suggestion of changing 
some scenes, as shortening a scene of 
crime, or showing som ething only w ith 
a flash. The board tries to act on w hat 
they consider the general conscience of 
the whole country and not w hat m ay 
merely offend their 
own taste, 
lf a 
film company will not abide by its d e­ 
cisions they refuse to pass on any m ore 
of its productions and send out p am ­ 
phlets over the country stating their 
position and the com pany has usually 
found it not conducive to its prosper­ 
ity, but the pressure is entirely m oral. 
Hard to Reach Proper Standard. 
The very best 
people 
differ 
so 
largely in w hat they think should be 
shown. 
One thinks th a t the 
w hite 
slave traffic can only be stopped by 
showing 
its 
repulsiveness 
in 
the 
movies, 
and 
another 
thinks 
th a t 
keeping it before the minds of young 
people spreads the corruption. 
G etting up film s is a trem endous 
expense and m ost film m akers use the 
list of the "S tan d ard of Judgm ent” in 
creating their plays. 
They much p re­ 
fer to pay the bill for criticism at the 
source than to pay it a hundred tim es 
over when their 
money is entirely 
wrapped up in their ventures. 
They 
prefer to abide by the decisions 
of 
one disinterested group than to be a t 
the mercy of scores of censor boards 
throughout the country. 
We m ust lie 
careful not to besm irch all movies for 
a few had ones, and should rem em ber 
that the m otion picture today is over­ 
whelm ingly clean. 
This is absolute 
truth 
It stands on a par w ith the 
book, the stage, college athletics or 
professional baseball 
in wholesom e­ 
ness. 
Again and again persons h a \o 
gone out to find bad 
pictures 
and 
have reported th at the motion picture 
houses of th eir city were surprisingly 
clean. W hat criticism w as passed w as 
against the posters on the outside of 
the buildings and t lie third-class v au ­ 
deville which w as Introduced for v a­ 
riety. 
In the national 
board 
there tire 
often 
sta rtlin g 
disagreem ents 
on 
basic ethical principles, and we m ay 
be surprised 
th a t 
they pass sumo 
films with w hich we do not a t all 
agree. 
Some of you m ay have seen 
“The Devil" a t a local house this past 
week. 
From my standpoint it w as 
indecent, alluring 
and horrible su g ­ 
gestive. 
It w as strong, of course, and 
showed the devil as hack of ballroom 
gossip, artists' models, m odern dress* 
ing and unchained im aginations, 
but 
it took an ad u lt m ind to understand 
its subtle teachings and to realize th a t 
the devil th ru sts us into the valley of 
the m issing souls lf w'e listen to a 
single w hisper. 
T he lesson w’as there 
and pow erfully told, but it surely had 
an age lim it, and the m oral w as not 
so effective or com pelling as the play 
itself. 
It seem ed to me th at th e n a ­ 
tional board had stretched a point in 
passing it w ith their approval. 
For 
they say th a t 
they discountenance 
prolonged love scenes w’hich are a r ­ 
dent beyond the strict requirem ent of 
tile dram atic situation, and indecent 
dressing w hich has a sensuous a p ­ 
peal. but in "The Devil" the dressing 
w as appalling, and the suggestions of 
w hat that did not cover Rtill w orse. 
The whqle thing to m y mind w as a p ­ 
palling .and the strong men, old and 
young, who attended <t showed th a t 
they were not there for the m oral of

for Immature minds.

“True, there were American citizens 
aboard, but it must not be forgotten

ship with full knowledge of the ri*k 
and a fter official w arning by tile G er­ 
man governm ent.
